Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the iirst three weeks of each Ses-

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

A By-law to Expropriate Certain Lands 
for the Relocation of Blanshard 
Street between Bay Street and Hill- 
side Avenue.

4. There shall be three Trustees of the 
improvement district. 


5. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election of Trustees shall be Cana- 
dian citizens who are twenty-one years 
of age or older and are entitled to be 
registered as voters under the Provincial 
Elections Act and are owners of land in 
the tract of land hereinbefore described, 
and the persons qualified to be candidates 
at the election shall be the persons quali- 
fied as aforesaid to vote and their wives 
and husbands. 


6. Mr. W. E. Saby, Municipal Clerk, 
The Corporation of the Township of 
Spallumcheen, Armstrong, British Colum- 
bia, shall be Returning Officer for the 
first election of Trustees. He shall call 
a general meeting of the persons who are 
qualified as aforesaid to vote and shall, 
at least fourteen days before the date of 
the meeting, send to each of the said 
persons by registered mail a notice signed 
by him giving the date, time, and place 
of holding the meeting. The Returning 
Officer shall be chairman of the meeting, 
and subject to the provisions of clause 5 
shall have power to determine whether or 
not any person who desires to vote is 
qualified to do so. He shall have power 
to determine the procedure to be fol- 
lowed at the meeting and the method of 
taking the votes. Each qualified voter 
shall be entitled to cast one vote for each 
of three candidates.

7. The candidate elected as Trustee for 
whom the greatest number of votes is 
cast at the general meeting called pur- 
suant to clause 6 hereof shall hold office 
until the annual general meeting of 1972, 
the candidate elected for whom the second 
greatest number of votes is cast shall hold 
office until the annual general meeting of 
1971, and the candidate elected for whom 
the third greatest number of votes is cast 
shall hold office until the annual general 
meeting of 1970, but should there be 
nominated no more than three candidates 
for office of Trustee, or should any two 
or more candidates receive an equal num- 
ber of votes, then the Returning Officer 
shall have power to and shall declare 
which of the candidates are elected and 
which shall hold office until the next, the 
second, and the third succeeding annual 
general meetings respectively. 

8. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 


shall be the duty of the Trustees to call 
a general meeting to be held between 
January ist and May lst in each year, 
except 1969, for the following purposes:— 
(a) To receive from the Trustees a 
report on the condition of the 
works and a statement of the finan- 
cial condition of the improvement 
district: 
To discuss with the Trustees any 
matter relating to the works or 
finances of the improvement dis- 
trict: 
To fix the remuneration of the 
Trustees for the ensuing year: 
To elect a Trustee to succeed the 
one whose term of office expires 
coincident with the holding of 
such annual general meeting, and 
to elect a Trustee or Trustees to 
fill any other vacancy or vacancies 
that has or have occurred or is or 
are about to occur among the 
Trustees: 


To choose the auditor for the en- 
suing year. 


A special general meeting may be 
called by the Trustees at any time for the 
purpose of electing a Trustee or Trustees 
to fill any vacancy or vacancies among 
the Trustees, or for the purpose of dis- 
cussing with the owners any matter or 
matters which in the opinion of the 
Trustees should be brought up at a gen- 
eral meeting. 


At least fourteen days’ notice of every 
general meeting shall be given by regis- 
tered letter setting out the date, time, and 
place of holding the meeting. 


The secretary shall enter in a book 
provided by the Trustees for this purpose 
minutes of all matters brought before the 
meeting and the action taken thereon. 
At any general meeting every person shall 
be qualified to vote who is a Canadian 
citizen and is twenty-one years old or 
older and is an owner of land in the im- 
provement district, or the authorized 
agent of any board or corporation that is 
an owner of such land, or legal repre- 
sentative of any owner of such land who 
has died, become insolvent or insane, and 
is entitled to be registered as a voter 
under the Provincial Elections Act. Every 
person qualified as aforesaid to vote and 
the wife or husband of any such person 
shall be qualified to be a candidate for 
Trustee of the improvement district. In 
the event of the right of any person to 
vote at any general meeting being chal- 
lenged, the chairman shall have authority 
to determine whether or not such person 
is entitled to vote, and the chairman may 
require such person to make and file with 
him a statutory declaration showing that 
the declarant is qualified as aforesaid to 
vote at such general meeting. Forthwith 
after the holding of a general meeting the 
Trustees shall file with the Comptroller of 
Water Rights a true copy of the minutes 
of such meeting and copies of all audi- 
tors reports and financial statements pie- 
sented or discussed at the meeting.

January, 1971. or until a sufficient 
number of Aldermen have been 
sworn in to make up a quorum; 
the election, by the electors of the 
area formerly comprising The 
Corporation of the District of 
Tadanac, of

11. Notwithstanding any other provi- 
sion of these Letters Patent, the by-law 
of the former city providing for the re- 
muneration of the members of Council 
apply with respect to the remuneration 
of the interim Council, provided that the 
Deputy Mayor referred to in paragraph 
4 shall receive an annual indemnity of 
twenty-four hundred dollars ($2,400). 

12. In addition to the ordinary list of 
electors prepared pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Act, for the 
purpose of the election of Aldermen to 
specifically represent the areas formerly 
comprising the city and the district, there 
shall be prepared and authenticated spe- 
cial separate lists of electors for each of 
those areas for the first election.

(b) At the first election for Aldermen, 
any elector other than a corporation, 
whose name appears on the 1968 list of 
electors of the former city or district, as 
the case may be, and on either of the 
special lists of electors referred to in 
paragraph 12 for the year concerned, is 
qualified to be nominated, elected, and 
to hold office pursuant to paragraph 8. 

15. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
be the Returning Officer at the first elec- 
tion; provided, however, that the interim 
Council may appoint some other person 
in his stead. 

16. The interim Council shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are re- 
quired to preside at the respective polling- 
places, or delegate to the Returning Offi-

19. All the property, both real and 
personal, and all rights, powers, and privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant, or otherwise whatsoever, 
and all taxes, debts, actions, causes of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever, either at law or in equity, apper- 
taining to The Corporation of the City of 
Trail and The Corporation of the District 
of Tadanac, on and from the Ist day of 
January, 1969, vest in and belong to the 
municipality. 

20. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of The Corporation of the City 
of Trail or The Corporation of the Dis- 
trict of Tadanac as incorporated under 
former Letters Patent, and the municipal- 
ity shall be liable for and subject to and 
shall pay, discharge, carry out, and per- 
form all the debts, liabilities, obligations, 
contracts, and duties of The Corporation 
of the City of Trail and The Corporation 
of the District of Tadanac which were 
existing immediately before the Ist day 
of January, 1969.

boundary of the land subdivided by Plan 
1644, which lies north-west of a line 
parallel to and 316 feet distant from the 
said north-westerly boundary and as 
shown outlined in red on Explanatory 
Plan 1078831, together with the improve- 
ments thereon (commonly known as the 
Tadanac Municipal Building). 

33. The Council shall transfer to 
Cominco Ltd. for the sum of one dollar 
($1) the fire equipment which belonged 
to the former district. 

34. Until 1974 the maximum rate of 
taxation permitted under section 427 of 
the Municipal Act is excepted, and no 
tax may be imposed thereunder which 
exceeds one-tenth of the maximum rate of 
taxation otherwise permitted under the 
said section. 

35. Without limiting the generality of 
paragraph 21, the obligations of the 
former district pursuant to the Municipal 
Superannuation Act with respect to the 
past service of employees are obligations 
of the municipality. 

36. The real-property assessment rolls 
as completed by the Assessors of the city 
and district by the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1968, shall together form the 1969 
real-property assessment roll of the mu- 
nicipality, and all assessment notices 
issued pursuant to the rolls of the city 
and district are deemed to be notices of 
the municipality. 

37. All motor-vehicles and trailers 
registered under the Motor-vehicle Act 
or the Department of Commercial Trans- 
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port Act in the name of the former city 
and district are deemed to be transferred 
to the ownership of the municipality, and 
the records of the Motor-vehicle Branch 
shall be amended accordingly. 

38. The Board of Variance of the 
former city shall be the Board of Vari- 
ance for the municipality. 

39. The costs of any work of local 
improvement constructed within five years 
from the 3lst day of December, 1968, 
shall continue to be shared as between 
the municipality and the owners of land 
according to the sharing of costs formula 
in force on the said date.
